Farms For Ex-veterans 


WITH THE support of both parties pledged, Secretary Lane's 
jreat plan to provide farms for returned soldiers and sailors in 
every state in the union bids fair to be very speedily enacted 
into law. Instead of granting an initial appropriation of $100,- 
000,000. as originally proposed, congress now seems likely to 
appropriate five times that sum, and to enlarge the whole pro- 
gram. 


THE PLAN AS it will be enacted into law will enable Uncle 
Sam to say to all returned soldiers and sailors: "As a reward 
for your heroic services in defense of your country, America 
offers you a farm if you will help in its making and pay for ii 
out of what you make out of it." 


THE FLAX in its general outlines is well known. Briefly, fer- 
tile but uncultivated lands in every state will be cleared or 
drained or irrigated, as the need may be, and made ready for 
occupancy at government expense, ex-soldiers and sailors be- 
ing employed at good wages to put them in shape. Then these 
lands will be thrown open for settlement by the returned fight- 
ers, who will be given forty years in which to pay for them. 


THE PLAN has some rather novel but. very excellent features, 
which Secretary Lane recently outlined as follows: 


The plan involves "the new farm idoa" in that there will 


be built what are known as community settlements, each con- 
taining a number of farm homes, so that the men will have near 
neighbors, good roads over which to bring their produce to 
town, and a market for tho sale of the product within a short 
distance of the farm home. Kfforts will he made to overcome 
tho handicaps of farm life that are driving the people to the 
cities, the distance between farm homos, the remoteness from 
the postofflce and (lie newspaper, tho desire for better school 
facilities for the children. 
Under tho new way there will be 


the farm village, the settlfnipnt of farms around a center 
•which is their home, in which can be gathered most of the ad- 
vantages of the city. 


After these service men have built the dams and canals 


or cleared the land; after they have helped to erect houses and 
barns, laid out. town sites, built creameries, canneries, ware- 
houses and Kehools, after they have in fact reclaimed the land, 
the government intends to allow each man to pick out one of 
these farms. 


The plan provides that these farms and homes shall be 


paid for in small payments over a long term of years. 
It is 


•••xpecteri that tlio men will bo able to pay the first small pay* 
nifMt out of the wages received from the government in help- 
ing to build these settlements. 
The balance can be paid from 


the proceeds from tho sale of crops. 


.MORH THAN 10,000 returned soldiers and sailors have already 
filed applications for farms pending necessary legislation, and 
Iho number is expected to increase ten-fold as soon as con- 
m-ess has made the initial appropriation. Without doubt, the 
curry ing through of this tremendous reclamation project will 
have a most profound effect upon the social structure of the 
nation. 
Not only the ex-fighting men and their families, but

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The Merchandise Tax 


1>1\- '. ,'iJSS .MEN" of Lima for more than two weeks have been 
opera tin.:; ;mdcr the new federal ruling known as a merchan- 
dise tax. Not in the history of business has there been such a 
ivorryinnr provision placed upon merchants and the public in 
gnienil. 
It is not. the amount of money involved. The mere 


in.significance of the revenue the United States government 
\vill derive causes it to he looked upon as the most unjust 
thing a national congress ever enacted. 


TRADE IN <rencral has not been affected. 
Merchandise 


which would ho tuxal.ile is not the kind that is generally sold, 
consequently the merchants have felt no let-up in trade, but 
they have been put to a big expense. It is necessary for them 
to keep records hitherto foreign to their office work. The gov- 
ernment, places restrictions which must be followed to the let- 
tor and the merchant must comply, no nr/.ti'or v.'iiat it costs 
him in the way oi' '...Vice help. 


IT IS Tl-IK dealers in what are commonly known as luxuries • 
that are having their troubles. The soda dispensers, dealers in 
confections, etc., are running into snags, and the people also 
are grumbling. If they buy a five-cent drink they must pay a 
tax of one cent, thus making their drink cost them six cents. 
A ID-cent drink likewise is taxed one cent. This applies to the 
general run of soft drinks, but. there are some served at soda 
fountains that are not taxed. It is in this respect that the deal- 
ers are experiencing their troubles. Concoctions placed in the 
category of foods are tax free. There are several in this list, 
and then there are the bottled drinks on which the manufac- 
turer pays the tax, complicating matters all the more. 


THE PROVISIONS of the act under which this revenue is col- 
lected also seems unjust in many respects. For instance a pair 
of spectacles costing $20. if they are in horn rims, are not tax- 
ed, hut a pair costing much less are taxed if they are in gold 
rims, being classed as jewelry while the former are not. Then 
there is a provision on underwear. A union suit is taxed if it 
costs $f>, hut a two-piece garment is not taxed until it costs 
S10. Where can this difference he? They both serve the same 
purpose and are made by the manufacturer in one and two 
pieces to suit the likes and dislikes of the persons who buy 
them. 


NO TIME should be lev. at the next meeting of congress in 
piling rid of this foolishness, as an enlightened country should 


not. 
impose upon its people such ridiculous measures.

TO TITLE PART OF 


SEX CAMPAIGN 


British Peerages Sought by Fe- 
Ninety-Nine Year 
Leases Be- 


ket Near Pierce 


LONDON.—The right of women to 


hereditary titles, hitherto limited to 
''heirs male," IE the latest claim put 
forward ia the "equality ot the sex- 
es" campaign. 
The government's 


Equality of Women Law, which is 
passing through parliament, grants 
more than the most advanced advo- 
cates ot "Votes for Women" ever 
demanded, but titled*1 women 
are 


pointing out that the feminine por- 
tion of the nobility still labors un- 
der th« sex disability. 


With very few exceptions, the suc- 


cession to Biitish peerage is con- 
fined to rialcs, on the ancient as- 
sumption that the monarch only had 
use for peers in warriors who could 
lead armies. 
Occasionally a trusty 


baron, with untrustworthy male re- 
latives, but a nice daughter, would 
get his title fixed so that it could 
descend to the latter, thus carrying 
the estates and armed followers to 
the right Bide. 
Of late years a 


few peerage available 
to 
"heirs 


male or female" have been granted, 
notably, in the cases of the two fa- 
mous field-marshals Lord 
Roberts 


and Wolseley, who, having no sons, 
•u ere granted hereditary rights for 
their daughters. 


At present there are but 25 women 


holding titles in their own right. It 
is pointed out that nearly two hun- 
dred titles are threatened with ex- 
tinction owing to holders or heirs 
having been killed in the war, and 
failing the general recognition 
of 


women's right, it is suggested that 
these titles, at any rate, should be 
perpetuated in the female line. 


The valet who looks after the roy- 


al wardrobe-armory at Buckirgham 
Palace is hoping the "Red Tape Man- 
darins" will continue their opposi- 
tion to King George, adding yet an- 
other sword to his collection.
